DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-22 and 24-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 contains allowable subject matter because prior art does not teach fairly 
suggested a cyclonic separating apparatus for separating solid material from a fluid, 
comprising a separating chamber, an inlet communicating with the separating chamber 
for carrying the fluid with solid matter entrained therein to the separating chamber, and 
an outlet for carrying the fluid away from the separating chamber after the solid material 
has been separated therefrom, the outlet being formed by a conduit communicating with 
an interior portion of the separating chamber and having a longitudinal axis, wherein a 
plurality of grooves are formed in an interior surface of the conduit and extend in the 
same direction as the longitudinal axis. Claims 2-22 and 24-29 are depend on claim 1 , 
they also contain allowable subject matter.
